tion  of  editors  of  Protestant 
publications  in  the  United 
States  and  Canada. 

He  said  there  has  been  a  real 
revival  of  religious  Interest 
among  intellectuals  and  a  col¬ 
lege  student  minority.  At  the 
same  time,  Prpf.  Hordern  said, 
the  colleges  themselves  “are 
still  primarily  humanistic  and 
secularist  in  their  outlook.” 

“A  generation  ago  Christian 
parents  sent  their  children  to 
college  with  fear  that  they 
would  have  their  religion  am¬ 
putated,”  he  said  “Their  fears 
were  frequently  fulfilled.  But 
today  the  pendulum  has  swung 
and  the  children  of  the  unbe¬ 
lievers  are  finding  religion  in 
college  and  they  are  shocking 
their  parents  with  their  belief 
as  the  grandparents  were  shock¬ 
ed  with  the  unbelief  of  their 
children."
